Examiner's Notes 

1 . Applicant's intentions regarding the preliminary amendment filed January 29, 2002 are 
unclear. A list of claims 1-11 were included with the preliminary amendment, however 
Applicant requested to have the amended claims 1-11 replaced with the original claims 1-12, as 
filed. This Office assumes that Applicant intended to replace the original claims 1-12 with 
claims 1-11, as filed. 

See also, the ***NOTE*** below under paragraph 3, regarding the improper multiple 
dependent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

I. Figures 1-4 

II. Figures 5 and 6 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
